High Tonnage Craft Few. 
Statistics published in France esti- 
| mate the total tonnage of the world’s 
| merchant marine at $2,642,000, and the 
number of vessels at 24,853, about 
equally dividel between steam and 
jsail, The tonnage of the former, how- 
,ever, is much the larger, belng about 
$0,000,000, against 6,500,000 for salling 
vessels. 

While the building of big and bigger 
ships has been a feature of the busi- 
ness for the last quarter of a century, 
the greater part of the world's goods 
is still carried by vessels of moderate 
tonnage. The number of ships of more 
than 10,000 tons is only eighty-nine.

greater number of its victims, and | 
leaves many of the others maimed In} 
mind or body. Occasional cases occur 
here and there every year, but little ts | 
heard of these, for their number 1s 
small, and !t is only when widespread | 
epidemics occur that alarm !s caused, | 

Cerebrospinal meningitis, or spotted | 
fever, as it is popularly called, is due} 
to the presence of a germ in the mem- | 
braneous covering of the brain and) 
spinal cord. it attacks children most 
frequently, yet adults, even the aged, 
are not safe froin its onslaught. 

It may begin abruptly or gradually. 
When it is gradual the first symptom 
{s usually intense headache—this per- 
sists with few remissions throughout 
the course of the disease—followed by 
a chill, or convulsions in very young 
children, fever, and vomiting, which 
is usually what is called “projectile 
vomiting,” that is, the stomach con- 
tents are ejected with great force, and 
not merely regurgitated. 

Stiffness of the muscles of the neck 
and back soon appears, and any move- 
ment of these parts becomes distress- 
ingly painful. The head is drawn back 
by the muscular contraction, and 
sometimes the entire spine is curved 
backward so that the body and head 
form an are of a circle. The pupils 
contract slowly or not at all when 
turned to the light, a squint is some- 
times present, and light causes dis- 
tress, as shown by the closing of the 
eyes and contraction of the brow of 
the nearly unconscious patient. The 
sufferer shrinks also from noises, and 
the least touch causes pain, 

Delirium or unconsciousness occurs 
almost always early in the disease. 

Although it is called spotted fever, 
the eruption occurs only occasionally 
and In the severer cases. 

In what is called the fulminate form 
the sufferer is attacked with the sud- 
denness of a paralytic stroke, and the 
disease runs a frightfully rapid course, 
death often taking place within twen- 
ty-four hours. | 

The fatality varies with the different 
epidemics, running all the way from 
80 per cent down to about 20. 

If the disease does not kill, it often 
leaves its victim a wreck—blind or 
deaf, paralyzed or {diotic, or a con- 
stant sufferer from intolerable head- 
ache, | 

The treatment consists in absolute’ 
rest In a quiet, dark room, a restricted 
diet and laxatives. Warm baths of 
long duration have been found of use, 
Recently some physicians have report- 
ed apparent cures by the injection of 
diphtheria antitoxin—yYouth's Com- 
panion. |

The cut shows the noted Sheep Bat 
er’s monument in the Thunder Moun- 
tain country in Idaho. This huge 
shaft, more majestic in its outlines 
than the Egyptian obelisks, lias been 
revered for generations by the tribe 
known as Sheep Eaters as a memorial 
to their prowess. It is a great mon- 
oth about 100 feet in helght and 20 
feet square at the base. It tapers to 
15 feet at the apex, which is sur- 
mounted by a perfectly shaped cone.

Marketing Potato Crops. 

In line wiht the classic case of the 
oyster shippers, cited by President 
Hadley of Yale university in his book 
on Railroad Transportation, is the case 
of the Aroostook potato growers bro't 
by President Tuttle of the Boston and 
Maine railroad before the senate com- 
mittee on interstate commerce. Noth- 
ing could better show how a railroad 
works for the interest of the localities 
which it serves. 

A main dependence of the farmers 
of the Aroostook region is tne potato 
crop, aggregating annually eight toten 
million bushels, which find a market 
largely in Boston and the adjacent 
thickly settled regions of New Eng- 
land. The competition of cheap water 
transportation from Maine to all pointe 
along the New England coast keeps 
railroad freight rates on these potatoes 
always at a very low level. 

Potatoes are also a considerable out- 
putt of the track farms of Michigan, 
their normal market being obtained in 
and through Detroit and Chicago and 
other communities of that region. 

Not many years ago favoring sun 
and rains brought a tremendous yield 
of potatoes rfom the Michigan fields. 
At normal rates and prices there would 
have been a glut of the customary mar- 
kets and the potatoes would have rot- 
ted onthe farms. To help the potato 
growers the railroads from Michigan 
made unprecedentedly low rates on po- 
tatoes to every reachable market, even 
carrying them in large quantities to a 
place so remote as Boston. The Aroos- 
took growers had to redace the price 
on their potatoes and even then could 
not dispose of them unless the Boston 
and Maine railroad reduced its already 
low rate, which it did. By means of 
these low rates, making possible low 
prees, the potato crops of both Micbi- 
gan and Maine were finally marketed. 
Everybondy eats potatoes, and that 
year everybody had all the potatoes he 
wanted. 

While the Michigan railroads made 
rrates that would bave been ruinous to 
the railroads, had they been applied to 
the movement of all potatoes at all 
times, to all places, they helped their 
patrons to find markets then. The 
Boston and Maine railroad suffered a 
decrease in its revenue from potatoes, 
butit enabled the Aroostook farmers 
to market their crop and thereby to 
obtain money which they spent for the 
varied supplies which the railroads 
brought tc them. [If the making of 
rates were subject to governmental ad- 
justment such radical and prompt ac- 
tion could never have been taken, be- 
cause it is well established that if a 
rate is once reduced by a railroad com- 
pany it cannot be restored through i 





red tape governmental procedure. If 
the Michigan railroads and the Boston 
and Maine railroad had been subjected 
to governmental ilmitation they would 
have felt obliged to keep up their rates 
as do the railroads of France and Eng- 
land and Germaay under governmental 
limitation and let the potatoes rot.— 
Exchange.

This 
could be easily remedied. With a 
channel through the seven miles 
of sand of the Dry Straits, vessels 
need not lie at any point longer 
than time sufficient to land passen- 
gers and discharge freight. More 
than that they will save about 17 
miles each way by a straight shoot 
to Frederick Sound instead of mak- 
ing the roundabout circuit now nec- 
essary. Transportation companies 
and the government should wake 
up toa realization of the situation 
and make an effort to remedy this 
existing barrier to navigation by 
improving the Dry Straits, 





The trim little city of Juneau is 
making no great pretensions in the 
development line, and yet a man 
after being away a few months can 
see great improvement.

Newspaper Subscription 

( Law. 

(Compiled from the United States Pos- 
tal Laws and Court Decisions.) 

1. Subscribers who do not give ex- 
press notice to the contrary, are consid- 
ered as wishing te continue their sub- 
scriptions, 

2. If subseribers order the discontin- 
uance of their periodicals, the publisher 
may continue to send them until all ar- 
rearages are paid. 

3. If subscribers neglect or refuse to 
to take their periodicals from the post- 
office to which they are directed, they 
are responsible until they have settled 
nee bills and ordered them discontin- 
ued. 

4. If the subscriber moves to anoth- 
er place without informing the publish- 
ers, and the papers are sent to the for- 
mer directions, they are held responsible 

5. The courts have decided that_the 
refusing to take periodicals from the 
postoffice, or removing and leaving them 
uncalled for, is prima facie evidence of 
intentional feud, 

6. If subscribers pay in advance they 
are bound to give notice to the publish- 
ers at the end of their time if they do 
not wish to continue taking it; other- 
wise the publisher is authorized to send 
it, and the subscriber will be responsible 
until an express notice, with payment of 
arrearages, is sent to the publisher. 

7. The latest postal laws are such 
that newspaper ene can arrest 
any one for traud who takes a paper 
and refuses to pay for it. Under this 
law the man who allows his subscription 
to run along for some time, unpaid, and 
theu orders the postmaster to mark it 
*‘refused,’’ and has a card sent notifying 
the publisher, lays himeelf liable to ar- 
rest and fine, the same as for any theft.
